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REMARKS 

Claims 1-5 are currently pending in the application; claims 20 and 21 are 
canceled with this paper. Claim 1 is currently amended. Replacement Sheet 1 is 
submitted for consideration. 

Objections to the Drawings 

Replacement Sheet 1 of the Drawings is submitted and includes amendments to 
Figure 1 to overcome the objections enunciated by the Examiner. The Replacement 
Sheet also includes amendments to Figure 2 to enhance photographic reproducibility 
and substitute reference numerals to correspond to the original text labels. No new 
matter is added. 

Rejection Under 35 USC S 112 

Claims 20 and 21 were rejected as allegedly indefinite. While not agreeing with 
the propriety of the rejection, Applicants have cancelled the claims from the application 
in an effort to move the case to allowance. Accordingly, the rejection is moot. 

Rejection Under 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 USC § 103 as allegedly unpatentable over Dai 
et al. (US Pat. No. 6,528,020) in view of Akioka et al. (US Pat. No. 6,464,940). While 
Applicants do not agree with the propriety of the rejection, Applicants have amended 
Claim 1 to further define the invention to include the structure and function of a gate 
electrode in relation to one or more nanotubes of the sensing device. 

Neither Dai et al. nor Akioka et al. teach or suggest the nanotube sensor device 
of amended Claim 1. 
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Conclusion
